One project that Marz is 
hoping to show Stelmach is 
the Dog Pound Creek Luft 
crossing, which residents are 
hoping for some sort of cross¬ 
ing to be placed at in the near 
future. 

“I will be touring him 
around my constituency 
showing him a number of 
projects, small and big - in¬ 
cluding the D<tg Pound 
Creek,” Marz said. 

Marz says that he believes 
the only way to keep the dif¬ 
ferent Ministers aware of 
what the problems are within 
the Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills constituency is to bring 
them out and show them 
first hand. 

“I do (the tours) to keep 
him updated on the transpor¬ 
tation issues and then I can 
make my case easier, when 
something needs repaired, 
upgraded, or fixed,” Marz 
said. Aside from the local 
Didsbury area where 
Stelmach and Marz will be 
travelling, they will also tour 
other parts of the constitu¬ 
ency. 

Marz says that the agenda 
is filled for the day, but if con¬ 
stituents have any concerns 
about a Provincial road to 
contact his office in Olds at 
556-3132.

Residents urged to trim bushes, trees

Town of Didsbury resi¬ 
dents are being asked to check 
their shrubs, trees, and 
bushes to ensure that they are 
not leaning into - or growing 
- into an alley way, of which 
the Town of Didsbury is legally 
responsible for. 

The Town has received a 
number of complaints about 
residents who are not caring 
to their yards, and are letting 
their trees and bushes hang 
over their fences which is be¬ 
coming a obstruction for driv¬ 
ers, explained the Town’s Act¬ 
ing CAO, Robert Wigg. 


Wigg says that some resi¬ 
dents may be unaware that 
their bushes or trees are an 
obstruction, so just encourages 
all residents to do a quick walk 
around their yards. 

“The reason we are con¬ 
cerned is because it becomes a 
legal issue for us,” Wigg ex¬ 
plained, adding that if someone 
was hurt or damage was in¬ 
curred to a vehicle the Town 
would actually be held legally 
responsible. 

“So, what we are saying to 
those residents who have their 
trees growing into lane ways is 
to cut them back, or the Town 
will do it at their expense,” 
Wigg said, estimating that it

would cost approximately $50 
an hour to have someone come 
in and trim back residents trees 
and shrubs, which would be 
charged to that land owners 


tax roll. 

Wigg estimates that the 
Town could easily find close to 
100 to 200 violators, so right 
now the Town are giving resi¬ 
dents a head start, before the 
Town will come in. 

“Typically we try and give 
people notice, but technically 
we don’t have to because there 
is a by-law on the books,” Wigg 
said. “Right now we could be 
dealing with 100 to 200 land- 
owners,” Wigg said. 

If residents have questions, 
or are wondering if their trees 
or shrubs are hanging over too 
much the Town will come over 
and help you determine if they 
need to be cut back or not.

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Mountain View County receives building grant

Despite Mountain View 
County not knowing the future 
of their building needs, Alberta 
Municipal Affairs is one step 
ahead of them and has approved 
a grant valued at $95,300 that 
can be used for either, “renova¬ 
tion costs,” or “to build a new 
one (building).” 

The grant came as part of the 
2003 Municipal Sponsorship 
Program, of which Mountain 
View County has originally ap¬ 


plied for $200,000, according to 
the County’s Commissioner, 
Harold Johnsrude. 

“We would have liked to see a 
number over $100,000 but 
$95,300 is pretty good too,” 
Johnsrude said. 

Johnsrude says that this 
money wasn’t included in the 
building project budget, so any¬ 
thing will help to cut the costs 
for the taxpayers of Mountain 
View County. 

“This is new money, we didn’t 
have this money budgeted,” 
Johnsrude explain. “There are 


Crown wants to 
see Chinook’s Edge 
students jailed

Sending three Chinook’s Edge school girls to jail for poi¬ 
soning a classmate last April would deter not only the girls 
but others who may consider committing similar crimes, said 
lead Crown prosecutor Bert Skinner. 

“It’s a balancing act between specific and general deterance,” 
said Skinner. 

If Crown prosecutors have their way, the three Sylvan Lake 
school girls will be serving time behind bars for their crimes, 
he said. 

“Yes, we are going to seek custody for all three of them,” 
said Skinner. 

“I’m still waiting for some medical reports from the RCMP 
I have some but I need them updated. They may dictate the 
time I am seeking.” 

The reports will outline how the ingestion of the poison 
may have affected the victims now and in the future, he said. 

“It certainly would be an aggravating factor, and I haven't 
got that information yet, so I don’t know how much time I 
will be seeking yet.” 

The Crown will seek the same sentence for all three girls, 
he said. 

The three girls, two aged 14 and one aged 15, who cannot 
be named, pleaded guilty in Red Deer provincial court on Mon¬ 
day to charges of administering a noxious substance, criminal 
negligence causing bodily harm and theft under $5,000. 

Each teenage faces a maximum of 16 months in custody, 
eight months parole and a year probation on each charge. 

Seven girls, including two of convicted teens, were taken 
the Sylvan Lake Medical Centre on April 17 after consuming a 
slushie drink laced with copper sulphate, a noxious chemical. 

All the girls were students at the 575-student H.J. Cody 
school in Sylvan Lake. 

At the time of the poisonings, the girls suffered vomiting, 
nausea and intestinal pain, said Skinner. 

The convicted teens admitted putting the poison in the drink 
before handing it to the victim. Four others consumed the drink 
inadvertently. 

The poisoning plot was hatched when the teenagers devel¬ 
oped a dislike, for the victim, said Yarshenko. 

During an August 18 court session, Skinner told Judge Tho¬ 
mas Schollie the Crown will seek to have the cases designated 
serious violent offences under the new Youth Criminal Justice 
Act. 

Defence lawyers Kevin Sproule and Clinton Yarshenko say 
they will seek non-custodial sentences for their clients. 

“We are going to be arguing strenuously for a non-custo¬ 
dial sentence on the basis that a custodial sentence is not nor¬ 
mally conducive to rehabilitation,” said Yarshenko. 

The convicted teens will be sentenced on Nov. 12. 

Chinook’s Edge superintendent Jim Gibbons said, “For all 
the kids involved, the victims and the girls, from their stand¬ 
point and from the community’s standpoint, I glad that there 
is a resolution to the whole matter. Now people can move on 
with their lives and the school can continue to do the good 
work it does with kids.” 

In light of the poisonings, the 11,000 student division is 
conducting a safety audit in each of its 40 schools, he said. 

Sylvan Lake RCMP Const. Harry Ingram, the chief investi¬ 
gator in the case, said he’s happy with Monday’s guilty pleas. 

“I think it speaks for itself when all three pled guilty to 
very serious charges without a trial that the evidence must 
have been in place,” said Ingram. “We were satisfied in the 
beginning and we are now." 


a number of differing factors 
that they (Alberta Municipal 
Affairs) look at to determine how 
much each applicant is eligible 
for... in our case they felt we were 
only eligible for $95,300.” 

Reeve Ian Harvie was pleased 
with the announcement, saying, 
“Anything to aide up is very 
much appreciated.” 

Harvie says that the County 
is currently working on a mail- 
out which will be sent out to 
taxpayers asking them if they 
are in favour of building a new 
building or if they would rather 


see the current building reno¬ 
vated. 

“The mailout would have oc¬ 
curred sooner, but we were a lit¬ 
tle concerned with such effects 
as of the BSE (Mad Cow Dis¬ 
ease), so we have held off,” 
Harvie said, adding that the 
mailout will most likely occur 
within the next few weeks. 

According to Johnsrude for 
the County to renovate the cur¬ 
rent building to suite their needs 
the costs would be between $3.5 
million and $3.9 million. And, 
in order for the County to build 


a new building which would 
most likely be located on the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport site the 
costs would be between $5.1 to 
$5.9, although the cost would 
appear to only be $4.4 million 
to $4.8 million, after the County 
sold their current property. 

The County is working with 
the government to see if they are 
able to receive another grant, 
which could work out to a maxi¬ 
mum of $320,000 that could be 
used for the construction on a 
new building - or to renovate the 
current building.

Marijuana “Crop-sitter” 
given house arrest 

A 27-year-old man who re¬ 
cently immigrated to Canada 
from Vietnam, pleaded guilty to 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking and producing a control¬ 
led substance, in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Aug. 18. 

On April 18, 2003 Didsbury 
RCMP received a 911 call by a 
neighbour, who reported a likely 
robbery in Carstairs, court 
heard. 

Three police attended the 
scene and spoke to the neigh¬ 
bour. 

The motor vehicle parked in 
the drive way of the house that 
had allegedly been broken into, 
was registered to Bao Tran, the 
accused. 

Police knocked on the door. 

A second man opened the 
door, and police notice an “over¬ 
whelming smell of marijuana.” 

Police called out into the 
house, looking for the second 
person. No one answered them. 

So police entered the house 
and found the accused in the 
basement, hiding, the Crown 
told the court. 

They also found a large grow 
operation in the basement of the 
house. 

Police arrested Tran and re¬ 
turned to the house with a 
search warrant. 

They found 130 plants that 
were five feet in height, and very 
mature and well tended,” court 
heard. 

The lighting for the plants 
was provided by an electrical by¬ 
pass into the house, which 
meant the owner of the house 
was not paying for the electric¬ 
ity he was using. 

“It was a quite sophisticated 
operation,” Crown told the 
court. 

Tran indicated he was hired 
by someone from Calgary to 
“crop-sit.” 

The person who hired him is 
connected with the ownership of 
the house and is familiar to po¬ 
lice. 

The grow operation was al¬ 
ready at the sight when Tran 
was hired. He would drive from 
Calgary once a day to tend the 
crop. 

“Police believe Tran is telling 
the truth,” Crown said. 

Tran had recently immi¬ 
grated from Vietnam, where he 
was an engineer. But because of 
language barrier difficulties, he 
has had trouble finding a job, 
defence council told the court. 

Crown told the court that the 
man who hired Tran, often hires 
men who are exactly in Tran's 


position, who also have no crimi¬ 
nal record. This way they will 
not get as severe of a sentence if 
caught. 

The judge sentenced Tran to 
a one-year conditional sentence. 

He must keep the peace, be 
of good behaviour and is under 
house arrest for the first six 
months- he is not allowed to 
leave his residence except for the 
necessities of life such as food 
or clothing and work. 

For the remaining six 
months, Tran must obey a cur¬ 
few from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. 

He must also pay a $500 con¬ 
tribution to AADAC. 

Tran’s residence must also 
have a telephone in it where he 
can respond to calls. 

Bartender threatened 
with knife 

A man pleaded guilty to ut¬ 
tering threats to cause bodily 
harm and causing a disturbance 
at a Didsbury lounge. 

On Nov. 6, 2002 Didsbury 
RCMP were called to the Our 
Rose Lounge by the lounge staff, 
court heard. 

Aaron Wilson had attempted 
to buy cigarettes from but the 
Interact machine was not work¬ 
ing. 

He asked to start a tab at the 
bar, and the bartender said no. 

He then pulled a knife and 
demanded the bartender to start 
a tab for him. 

While holding the knife, 
Wilson threatened he would, 
“break into her house and rape 
her daughter,” Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Lee told the court. 

Then he left the lounge, 
smashing the glass bottle he was 
holding on the floor on his way 
out. 

“In my past, I was insane,” 
Wilson told the court. “Since 
then I have been attending 
(counseling).” 

Wilson said he was severely 
intoxicated and under the influ¬ 
ence of crack cocaine. 

“I don’t have any contact 
with any of my old crowd. I 
can’t, I don’t want to die.” 

Judge Fraser sentenced 
Wilson to one year of probation 
where he must report to a pro¬ 
bation officer, attend counsel¬ 
ling, refrain from possessing 
drugs and alcohol, must submit 
to random drug testing and is 
not allowed to have any contact 
with the victim. 

He was also ordered to pay 
$100 victim fine surcharge and 
must complete 100 hours of com¬ 
munity service. 

Didsbury cars left ran¬ 
sacked and slashed 


An 18-year-old man pleaded 
guilty to three counts of theft 
under $5,000, and three counts 
of mischief in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court on Aug. 20. 

The man, who was 17 years 
old at the time of incident and 
cannot be named under the 
Young Criminal Justice Act, 
was at a house party on Feb. 1, 
2003 in Didsbury, court heard. 

RCMP were called to the 
house to shut down the party 
in the early morning hours. 

The man and a friend then 
left the party and proceeded 
through the neighbourhood on 
a theft spree. 

They broke into several ve¬ 
hicles throughout several areas 
of Didsbury, attempting to steal 
a deck out of one car, managing 
to steal about 100 CD’s from 
multiple vehicles, a 
snowboarding helmet and 
gloves, another deck from a dif¬ 
ferent vehicle and a GPS unit. 
They also slashed many tires of 
the vehicles they had broken in 
to. 

By the next day, the two had 
disposed of most of the stolen 
property into dumpsters for fear 
of being caught. 

But RCMP did catch up with 
the accused and charged him. 

Some of the stolen property 
was recovered. 

He was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $600 and he must pay 
restitution of roughly totalling 
$1,831 to the victims of the rob¬ 
beries. 

Man buys stolen carpet 

A man was sentenced to pro¬ 
bation for possession of stolen 
property, rolls of carpet. 

Jonathan Laduke pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on Aug. 20. 

On Feb. 5, 2003 Olds RCMP 
were called to a residence in 
Bowden where rolls of carpet 
were reported stolen, court 
heard. The carpet had grey duct 
tape on the back with black pen 
markings. 

Then on Feb. 23, 2003, 
RCMP attended an alleged break 
and enter at the accused resi¬ 
dence. The accused was not 
there at the time of the RCMP 
attending. 

In the residence RCMP recov¬ 
ered multiple samples of carpet 
that had grey duct tape on the 
back with black pen markings. 

The defence told the court the 
accused bought the carpet from 
a friend for $150. He was using 
it to re-carpet his residence. 

Laduke was sentenced to one 
year of probation, he must also 
pay $400 in restitution.

In a past interview with one of Chinook’s Edge’s Assistant Superintend¬ 
ents, it is apparent that these girls have learned plenty just from being ques¬ 
tioned by the RCMR not to mention having to go through a court trial. 

The courts have done their job, and now the Crown needs to let it sit at that. 
These three girls made a huge mistake that they all regret, and they have all 
learned plenty from it as well as their fellow peers. 

Jail time isn’t going to teach their fellow students any more, it is just going 
to scare these young girls, who want nothing but this case to end and for their 
lives to get back to normal.

At Canyon Hot Springs I 
met a couple of cyclists (guys) 
from Salzburg, Austria - one 
was 27 (Haiko), the other 53 
(Reiner).

The doula effect 


Randomized, controlled 
studies involving hundreds of 
women provide the evidence 
which has convinced many 
medical professionals to 
recommend mothers use a 
doula, especially first time 
mothers. 

Two of the studies were 
done in Guatemala, one with 
136 women participants and 
the other with 465 women; a 
study in Houston, Texas used 
416; one in Johannesburg, 
South Africa used 192 
women; studies in Helsinki, 
Finland and Canada were 
smaller but support the 
findings of the first four. 

In each of the studies 
healthy mothers having their 
first babies were invited to 
participate when they arrived 
at the hospital and were told 
they might or might not have 
a doula to stay with them 
through labour and delivery, 
but all would receive the same 
hospital care whether they 
participated or not. 

In the first Guatemala 
study women having routine 
care and no doula had an 
average labour of 19 hours. 
Women with routine care who 
received the support of a 
doula averaged labours of 
nine hours. 

In the second Guatemalan 


study women with no doula 
averaged labours 15.5 hours 
long compared to women with 
doulas who averaged labours 
7.7 hours long. 

In Houston, at a public 
hospital with one of the 
largest maternity services in 
the United States, that 
routinely used obstetrical 
methods to speed up delivery 
(rupture membranes, 

augmentation of strength of 
contractions with oxytocin 
and the use of forceps or 
delivery by caesarean 
section), mothers with doulas 
still had shorter deliveries. 
No doula labours averaged 
9.4 hours, doula labours 
averaged 7.4 hours. 

Out of the 416 women 
participating in the Houston 
study, 18 per cent of those 
with no doula needed a 
caesarean delivery compared 
to eight per cent of the 
women who received the 
support of a doula. In fact, of 
the 204 women without a 
doula only 12 per cent of them 
had a natural delivery 
(without anaesthesia, 
oxytocin, medication, or 
forceps). With mothers who 
had a doula there was also a 
reduction in epidurals from 
55 per cent to eight per cent. 

In fact, studies also 


indicate that babies, as 
measured by admissions to 
Intensive Care nurseries are 
healthier. In the Houston 
study admissions were one in 
four for mothers who received 
regular care and one in 10 for 
mothers who received doula 
care. 

This data has been backed 
up study after study. It 
convinced Dr. Steven Turner 
to bring a volunteer doula 
program to Olds Hospital 
more than seven years ago. 

“There is a lot of evidence 
that shows continuous 
support during labour by 
someone (experienced with 
childbirth) makes a difference 
in terms of chances of 
problems developing during a 
labour (which could result in 
a caesarean delivery) and the 
use of pain medication,” said 
Turner. 

He said, without a doubt, 
births he attends where a 
doula is present are calmer. 

“Pain is more than 
physical, it is chemical 
changes that occur to what is 
happening to cause a 
sensation. It is all in how you 
perceive them and those 
perceptions are what we 
experience as pain. Those 
perceptions can be modified 
by your state of mind and if 


you are calm and reassured 
and not frightened then the 
pain experienced is reduced. 
It doesn’t go away but it is 
manageable, not frightening. 
It is perceived as less.” 

Elaine (King) Montgomery, 
a nurse for 42 years and a 
doula since 1995, said the 
train of thought behind these 
results is that the presence of 
a doula during labour reduces 
a mother’s anxiety 
sufficiently, allowing her to 
relax and let her body do 
what it has to, to get the baby 
out. 

“Today many women are 
afraid their bodies will not 
function normally to birth 
their babies. Continuous 
presence of a knowledgeable 
support person helps a mom 
to relax and stay focussed. 
This is due to the stress 
response. 

When we are stressed blood 
is shunted away from the 
abdominal organs (stomach, 
intestines, and, of course, the 
uterus) to the brain and 
limbs. 

This prepares humans for 
fight or flight. Unfortunately 
the result means the uterus 
is less efficient therefore 
labour is prolonged and there 
is less oxygen to the baby - 
hence the doula effect.”

Local resident presented 
with a piece of the past

Bob Kerns, of Didsbury, re¬ 
members his days in the Royal 
Canadian Air Force where he 
was part of 30 bombing trips 
back in 1944, during World 
War U. 

He remembers always being 
on the edge of his seat as they 
flew through some horrific 
skies, while being shot at try¬ 
ing to bomb the enemy. He can 
recall the sounds, the feelings 
he had, and everything else 
that goes along with being part 
of the Air Force, during the 
war. 

Kerns was the Navigator for 
a seven team plane - which are 
referred to as “Landcasters”- 
and recently he was the recipi¬ 
ent of a piece of the past. 

On many of the Landcasters 
such as Kerns’, different types 
of art work would be painted on 
the sides. For example, on the 
Landcaster which Kerns flew 
in there was a painting with 
beer mugs on the side of it, and 
each time the plane landed 
safely another beer mug would 
be painted on, to keep track of 
how many safe missions it 
made. 

The Landcaster which 
Kerns flew in for 20 of his 30 
bombing trips, made it home 
safe and sound each and every 
time, and with Kerns being one 
of the only surviving members 
left of the seven man crew he 
was recently presented with a 
very special gift. 

Over the past few months an 
artist from Airdrie, Clarence 
Simonsen, has been working on 
a piece of art which was pre¬ 
sented to Kerns at a ceremony

at the Landcaster museum in ter. Rose. ‘And, for Dad to still 


Nanton, about two weeks ago. 

Simonsen painted a replica of 
the art which appeared on the 
side of the Landcaster which 
Kerns flew in over 20 times. The 
painting which was presented to 
Kerns had over 90 beer mugs on 
it. 

The first two rows of the 
painting were all flights which 
Kerns was a part of. Some of 
the places which Kerns flew to 
during his bombing trips in¬ 
cluded Germany, France, and 
other areas of Europe. 

The artwork was refered to as 
“Nose Art.” 

The Nose Art which was pre¬ 
sented to Kerns was actually 
painted on an old piece of a 
Landcaster plane, which added 
to the unique gift. 

“We know that it was rare for 
something like this to be (repli¬ 
cated),” explained Kern’s daugh- 


be alive to be able to accept this 
piece of artwork is even more 
amazing.” 

Of the seven man crew, 
Kerns was only one of three Ca¬ 
nadians and the others were 
from other countries. 

Kerns wasn’t able to take the 
piece of artwork home though, 
but he will be able to enjoy it 
any time he likes - along with 
anyone else in the Lancaster 
Museum in Nanton. 

When asked about how he felt 
when he was presented with the 
special piece of art, Kerns says 
that he had a flood of emotions 
and memories come back, some 
of which he didn’t want to re¬ 
member. 

“1 was rather surprised (to 
receive the artwork),” Kerns 
said. “But, I had just too many 
memories come back.”

Snyder makes it home alter cross country bike tour

After making it to Ottawa in 
two months he finished off the 
year, before the snowfall on the 
east coast in Newfoundland. For 
the winter Snyder flew home, and 
prepared himself to complete the 
rest of the country in the Spring. 

Once Spring came, Snyder 
took his bike and flew to Victo¬ 
ria where he was determined to 
finished cycling the Western side 
of Canada. 

He started in Victoria in late 
Spring and recently arrived back 
in Calgary a few weeks ago. 

The reason he chose to ride 
from Calgary' to Newfoundland, 
then finish his trip with British 
Columbia was quite simple, and 
very logical to most people. 

“I did the prairies first be¬ 
cause they were the easiest,” 
Snyder said, adding that there 
were some pretty tough points 
along the east coast that make 
him work for his pride. 

While many wouldn’t ever 
dream of cycling across the en¬ 
tire country, Snyder says there 
were times that he just wanted 
to give up, and head home via 
West Jet. 

“Physically you just get tired, 
and psychologically you begin to 
give up at certain times,” Snyder 
explain, but added that he didn’t 
want to disappoint his family and 
friends that were one of his main 
driving forces, and supported 
him in every mile that he ped¬ 
dled across Canada. “I had a real 
team behind me.” 

Snyder says that by cycling 
across Canada, it gave him a 
whole new perspective of the 
country, explaining that in his 
mind Canada is not a very highly 
populated country. 

“Canada has an incredibly 
empty landscape,” Snyder said. 
“I travelled the Trans Canada - 
which travels through most ma¬ 
jor centres in each Province - and 
there is virtually nothing there.” 

Snyder says that during his 
tour he also realized how nice all 
Canadians are, as he often would 
camp in people’s backyards or 
farmyards, and would often be fed 
meals or invited in for a visit. 

Once you accomplish some¬ 
thing like travelling across the 
Nation, one always increases 


After repairing over 20 flat 
tires, peddling more then 7,000 
km in just over 16 weeks, and 
surviving some of the toughest 
inclines that Canada has, 
Didsbury’s own Murray 
Snyder, is home safe and sound, 
after his cross country bike 
tour. 

Snyder was always a very 
active man. until about 14 years 
ago when he injured himself, 
which put a damper on his love 
for the great outdoors, at least 
mentally. That was until he dis¬ 
covered cycling, a sport which 
his injuries didn’t prevent him 
participating in. 

Snyder discovered his love 
for cycling approximately two 
years ago, and just a few 
months after pondering the 
idea of cycling across Canada, 
he packed up his gear, a few ex¬ 
tra clothes, a stove, put his bike 
in his car and headed to his 
brothers place in Calgary where 
it all started. 

Last June Snyder departed 
from Calgary to start his cross 
Canada tour - by bike. 

After injuring himself and 
not being very active for ap¬ 
proximately 14 years, Snyder 
says he wanted to just prove to 
himself, as well as others that 
a guy his age and his size could 
travel across Canada via bicy¬ 
cle. 

“I just wanted to show that 
an old guy could do something 
significant like this,” Snyder ex¬ 
plained. 

Exactly two months after 
departing Calgary and after 
putting 4,000 kilometres behind 
himself, Snyder arrived in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

During his trip he was aver¬ 
aging approximately 500 
kilometers a week, which in 
Snyder’s mind was great. He 
explained that his goal wasn’t 
to push himself so hard that he 
wouldn’t make it, but rather to 
travel at a speed that he could 
make it through his entire trip. 

“I make no claim of being a 
great cyclist, just a persistent 
one,” he explained.

their expectations and dreams, 
and that is exactly what Snyder 
has done. 

“I am dreaming of my next 
trip,” Snyder said, explaining 
that he would like to travel 
South to North. 

If he was to take another 
long distance bike trip he would 
like to cycle from the Gulf of 
Mexico all the way to the Arc¬ 
tic Ocean, which if actually a 
shorter distance then travelling 
west to east, like Snyder just 
accomplished. 

But, for now, Snyder is go¬ 
ing to try and encourage other 
cyclists to try and travel the 
country, as he explains it’s one 
of his most exciting experiences 
of his life.

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Midway Community School preparing for 50th anniversary 


The Midway Community is 
preparing to celebrate it’s 
50th Anniversary next sum¬ 
mer with a date tentatively set 
for July 24, 2004. The occa¬ 
sion will be a homecoming for 
all Midway staff, pupils and 
previous residents. An itiner¬ 
ary will be posted at a later 
date. 


Midway is a small public 
school which got it’s name 
when, in 1953 rural schools, 
Bancroft, Burnside, Jutland. 
Green Acres, and Siebertville 
amalgamated. Midway was 
the geographical centre of 
those schools. At the time it 
opened, it housed grades one 
to nine inclusive and now 


houses play school, kindergar¬ 
ten and grades one to six in¬ 
clusive. 

The construction on the 
original school was begun in 
1953 with the first classes be¬ 
ing held in September 1954. 
The Midway Community 
School has come a long way 
since it was first built: it now 


has a large gymnasium, new 
playground equipment, enor¬ 
mous green space (10 acres to 
be exact), a skating rink with 
a heated lobby, modern com¬ 
puters and an up-to-date li¬ 
brary. 

The school has always be¬ 
lieved in keeping the children 
active mentally and physi¬ 


cally with various cross-coun¬ 
try runs, family ski-trips and 
an annual track meet with 
Reed Ranch (near Olds) in¬ 
volving friendly rivalry. 

An excellent teaching pro¬ 
gram has always enhanced the 
entire education program.

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QUESTION: I have a friend who guards her kids as if 
they were in mortal danger. I feel like she should let them 
spread their wings a little, even though they're only 9 and 
11 years of age. Who do you think is right? 

DR. DOBSON: Two decades ago I would have suggested 
that she give them space, because overprotection of chil¬ 
dren creates some characteristic problems. Today, however, 
I have to agree with your friend. The environment in which 
kids are being raised has changed dramatically in recent 
years. Unspeakable dangers haunt our schools and streets 
that were almost unheard of a generation ago. Yesterday's 
families didn't worry much about drive-by shootings, ille¬ 
gal drugs, sexual molesters and kidnappers. 

When I was a kid in the early 1950s, my folks were more 
concerned about a disease called polio than all sources of 
violence combined. As a 10-year-old, I moved freely around 
my hometown. If I was a half hour late coming home for 
dinner, the Dobson household was not seized by panic. But 
now we worry about our kids playing in the front yard. 
Indeed, little Polly Klaas was abducted in 1993 from her 
bedroom, and then was brutally murdered for the perverse 
pleasure of her killer. When that horrible news broke, a 
collective shudder was felt by every loving parent in the 
nation. Three years later, beautiful little 6-year-old 
JonBenet Ramsey was sexually assaulted and beaten to 
death in the basement of her own home on Christmas night, 
1996. 

Between these two tragedies, and in the years since, tens 
of thousands of other children have been murdered and 
abducted. During my term of service on the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's Board on Missing and Exploited Children, I was dis¬ 
mayed by what I saw happening to innocent boys and girls. 

There was a time when the culture interceded on behalf 
of kids to protect them from anything harmful or immoral. 
Movies were censored, music was monitored and young cou¬ 
ples were chaperoned. But this current generation is ex¬ 
posed to every kind of evil and violence. Some boys and 
girls live in a combat zone. Indeed, a child is 15 times more 
likely to be killed by gunfire in the United States than one 
growing up in Northern Ireland! More American children 
are shot per year than are police officers! 

Parents in some inner-city neighborhoods make their 
kids sleep in bathtubs to protect them from stray bullets 
crashing through the walls. Some mothers keep short 
leashes on their little ones when walking through malls to 
protect them from potential molesters. Instruction is given 
to wide-eyed preschoolers on how to scream when ap¬ 
proached by a stranger, and how to report unwelcome 
touches. Many children spend their after-school hours be¬ 
hind bolted doors and barred windows. That is the way it 
is in most Western nations today, and especially in the 
United States. 

How can parents protect their precious children? By 
watching them every moment! Never leave them in the care 
of those whom you don't know personally and aren’t sure 
you can trust. Do not let teenage boys baby-sit your girls. 

I know that is a controversial recommendation, but I've 
seen too many tragic cases of abuse resulting from mascu¬ 
line adolescence and the sexual curiosity that is typical of 
that age. Walk your kids to and from school or the school 
bus. Pick them up on time. Watch for any unusual behavior 
that may signal sexual abuse or molestation from neighbors 
or child care workers. Protect them at every turn. 

Does that sound unnecessarily cautious? Just remem¬ 
ber this: The average pedophile abuses 150 children in the 
course of a lifetime. Each sexual exploitation lasts for seven 
years, typically, before the truth comes to light. Boys and 
girls are often too intimidated to call for help. Don’t give a 
child abuser a shot at your kids.
